act in relation to tax deeds," is hereby amended by ad-
ding thereto as follows : "and in no case shall any tax 
deed be issued upon any tax certificate, except upon 
proof of the service of notice, as herein provided, or 
proof filed with such clerk that the land described in 
such certificate of tax sale was not occupied or possess-
ed for the period of thirty days, as hereinbefore speci-
fied." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
